WEATHER NOTES. 


No. 46.—Notes on the Rainfall and general weather conditions in Western Australia 
during the Year, 1944. 


The rainfall in Western Australia during 1944 was generally below normal except in small 
areas in the vicinity of Hall’s Creek (East Kimberley), Mollerin (Central North), and Busselton 
(South Coastal). 


The rainfall shortage was most marked in a vast pastoral area comprising the De Grey, Fortes- 
cue, East and West Gascoyne, and North-Eastern Divisions. In this area the yearly totals aver- 
aged only 193 points in the North-Eastern Division ; 210 points in the Fortescue ; 234 points 
in the De Grey ; 295 points in the East Gascoyne and 425 points in the West Gascoyne, these 
totals being below normal to the extent of 1060 points in the De Grey ; 787 points in the North- 
Eastern Division ; 771 points in the Fortescue ; 608 points in the East Gascoyne and 460 points 
in the West Gascoyne. 


The South-Eastern Division also fared badly, its average total of 552 points being 479 points 
below normal. 


The Eucla Division experienced a less unfavourable year and recorded 607 of its normal 
of 837 points. 


In the Kimberleys, the rainfall in the Northern and Eastern sections, 2629 points and 1985 
points respectively was a close approximation to the normal, but the West Kimberley division’s 
average total of 1258 points was 808 points less than the yearly normal. 


The South-western divisions recorded shortages which ranged from 34 per cent. in the South- 
Central Division to 18 per cent. in the South Coast, and the actual shortages were respectively :— 
928 points on the Central Coast, 627 points on the South Coast, 570 points in the South Central 
Division, 321 points on the North Coast, and 300 points in the North Central Division. 


At individual stations in the pastoral areas a total of 10 inches was exceeded only in the East 
and North Kimberleys and in parts of the West Kimberley ; the highest totals were 2629 points 
at Wyndham ; 2536 points at Derby ; 1985 points at Hall’s Creek, and 1872 points at Fitzroy 
Crossing. 


In the areas which experienced an exceptionally dry year some of the registrations are re- 
markable, the whole year’s rain amounting to only 65 points at Three Rivers, 72 points at Winning 
Pool, 101 points at Mundiwindi, 127 points at Peak Hill, 169 points at Onslow, and 186 points 
at Ethel Creek. The area which received less than two inches of rain in the whole of 1944 com- 
prised the North-Eastern division, the East Gascoyne from Meekatharra northwards, and portion 
of the Fortescue, De Grey, and West Gascoyne divisions. At individual stations in the South- 
Western divisions the heaviest rains were received at Pemberton 4338 points, Jarrahdale 3849 points, 
Denmark 3653 points, and Greenbushes 3434 points. The smallest totals were 760 points at 
Mukinbudin and 813 points at Wialki. 


The rainfall shortage generally may be attributed to the failure of normal monsoonal rains 
in the North (apart from sporadic effects of cyclonic disturbances on the Kimberley coast), and 
to the remarkable weakness of the southern rainstorm system. 


Features of the year’s weather included the following :—A cyclonic disturbance in January 
and another in February, both storms causing good rains in parts of the Kimberleys only; a 
remarkably hot January in all districts, particularly in the De Grey where Marble Bar maximum 
temperatures averaged 110-5 degrees and reached 119 degrees on 21st January; gales and very 
rough seas on the Central coast in May (Perth wind 59 m.p.h. on 24th May) and in July (Perth 
wind 70 m.p.h. on 27th July) ; most timely agricultural rains in August, and a rainfall shortage 
in the wheat belt in the Spring. 


The following is a summary of the year’s weather in relation to its effect upon the pastoral 
and agricultural industries. 


The 1944-45 wool clip was estimated at only 280,000 bales—40,000 bales less than that of 
the previous year. At this reduced total the “ pastoral ” areas (i.e., the districts beyond the south- 
western “ agricultural” and coastal districts) suffered so severely from the adverse season that 
they yielded only 70,000 bales, or about half the average clip of good years. Wool quality also 
deteriorated, and Western Australian wool brought a price lower than that of the Commonwealth 
average. 
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The wheat growing season commenced inauspiciously with big shortages of rain in April, 
but the rains in the next four months though not always above normal were adequate and enabled 
the subsoil to store moisture enough to offset the effects of another big rainfall shortage in the 
Spring months. 


Under these conditions the wheat yield amounted to 15,500,000 bushels, or 10-3 bushels an 
acre as compared with the long term average of 11-1 bushels an acre. 


Following on the dry Spring, a failure of summer rains in the wheat belt caused an acute 
shortage of water which was the principal adverse feature of an otherwise fairly good season. 


The dairying and the potato growing industry fared well. On the Central coast and in the 
lower south-west the rains were mostly sufficient for the dairying industry, and the potato crop 
was exceptionally good. Stone fruit crops were, however, very light as a result of inadequate rains 
when the fruit was filling. 


The flax and tobacco crops were only moderate.

SUMMARY OF EACH MONTH’S WEATHER. 


January.—An exceptionally hot month fairly generally. At Marble Bar, 119 degrees was re- 
corded on 20th January, and the average maximum temperature for the month was 110-5 degrees. 
A cyclone skirted the Kimberley coast late in the month and caused some good rains in the Kim- 
berleys, but elsewhere the rainfall was much below normal, and, large areas experienced a rainless 
period. Except in the rain area in the Kimberleys, the conditions of stock and pastures deteriorated 
as a result of the month’s exceptional heat and dryness. 


February.—Another exceptionally dry month in all divisions, tropical depressions being 
shallow and ineffective. Temperatures were mostly above normal and Winning Pool recorded 
114 degrees on 18th February. A widespread shortage of water existed in the agricultural dis- 
tricts, but dry feed was adequate there, and stock maintained fair condition. The estimated 
wheat yield for the 1943-44 season was 16? million bushels. Apple and pear crops were seriously 
affected by the dryness and the heat but the grape crops and the dried fruit crops were excellent. 
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March.—South from the Kimberleys the rainfall was deficient in all divisions, and the water 
shortage in the agricultural areas became more acute. The principal feature of the month’s weather 
was a cyclonic disturbance which traversed the North Kimberley Division, and after following 
a course off the coast passed across the northern agricultural districts and there to the Bight. 
Temperatures in the tropics were mostly above normal and Marble Bar recorded 113 degrees on 
4th March, but the prevalence of south-easterly winds in southern areas kept temperatures below 
normal. In the agricultural districts rain was still urgently needed to replenish water supplies 
and to enable seasonal operations to proceed. 


April.—Still another month of deficient rainfall was experienced almost generally, district 
surpluses being limited to the North Kimberley and Eucla divisions. Thunderstorms however, 
yielded some good falls in parts of the Central North and Central South Divisions. 


The agricultural areas were experiencing a serious shortage of pasturage and particularly of 
green feed needed by lambing ewes. Seasonal operations were delayed by the shortage of rain. 


May.—A rainfall shortage was experienced in the pastoral divisions (except Eucla) and the 
south-eastern sections south from the Trans-Australian railway, but the agricultural districts 


received most opportune and valuable rains which were mostly above normal in the north-eastern 
wheat belt. 


A sudden and marked revival of the southern rainstorm system was attended by gales and 
rough seas on the Central and lower south-west coast and by numerous thunderstorms on the 
central and south coast. 


Fogs were fairly frequent in the south-western areas. In the agricultural areas the rains 
ended the water shortage and permitted seasonal operations in the wheat belt to proceed. Seeding 
operations were however, unusually late, and the lateness of the new pastures, and the severe 
cold wave which followed the rains were associated with heavy losses of lambs. 


June.—Rainfall was deficient in every division, and the wheat belt received less than half 
its normal June rainfall, but the dairying areas of the south coast fared moderately well. The south- 
ern rainstorm system was unusually weak. 


Temperatures were mostly above normal but there were some severe cold waves, 27 degrees 
being recorded at Mundiwindi on 24th June, and 29 degrees at Mundiwindi and Rawlinna on 
23rd and 25th June respectively. Frosts were numerous in the southern divisions. Fogs covered 
large areas on 12th and 29th June. Seasonal conditions were causing concern, as crops and 
pastures were exceptionally backward, except near the south coast, and the lambing season had been 
most unfavourable. 


July.—Heavy and most timely and beneficial rains occurred in the south western divisions ; 
maintaining the good condition of the wheat crops in previously favoured areas and greatly im- 
proving crop prospects elsewhere. Crops and pastures were however backward at end of the 
month. ° 


Most of the Gascoyne, the western portions of the south-eastern division received good rains, 
but seasonal dryness prevailed in the Tropics. 


August.—August was a good month in the south-western divisions, particularly in the northern 
and eastern wheat belt. Temperature conditions also favoured the crops. Seasonal dryness 
continued in the Tropics and there was considerable shortage of rain in the eastern sub-tropics. 


September.—The rainfall was below normal almost generally, and the shortage in the wheat 
belt occasioned much concern. 


The dairying districts however experienced satisfactory conditions. 


The isobaric charts showed a marked preponderance of anticyclonic types of size and intensity 
unusual in the Spring months. 


October.—A serious extension of the period of rainfall shortage was experienced in the wheat 
belt, this October being one of the driest ever experienced. Pastures were drying off rapidly and 
at many places water supplies were becoming low. 


The Kimberleys received light to heavy rain but elsewhere in the Tropics the rain was neglig- 
ible. Rain in the eastern sub-tropics was substantially below normal. 


November.—Tropical disturbances yielded more than the normal rainfall from the West Kim- 
berleys to the Central De Grey, and a sudden revival of the southern low pressure system brought 
good rains to the seaboard from Carnarvon to Albany, but except in the Eucla region and the 
West Kimberley, every district as a whole received a rainfall deficit. Wheat crop estimates however 
were increased to 13? million bushels. A serious water shortage was becoming more acute in the 
inland agricultural areas. Except in the Kimberleys conditions in the pastoral divisions were 
mostly bad. 


December.—The West Kimberley received heavy rains from a cyclonic disturbance, and the 
East and North Kimberleys fared moderately well, but in all other divisions only a small percentage 
of the normal December rain was received. Conditions in the pastoral areas except the Kimberleys 
remained bad. In the wheat belt harvesting was retarded by periods of cool damp weather but 
was nearing completion at the end of the month.
